BODIES HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


They Were en the Track and the Train

One of the two men killed in the Wabash 
tunnel was identified by John L, Berridge of 
2519 Belleglade avenue as his stepson, Will- 
iam Bruening, 18 years old. He thinks the 
other is a young man named W. Koerning, 
living on Lucky streef, near Prairie avenue. 
Mr. Berridge said they started early this 
morning to search for employment in the 


brickyards. 
* 


Two men, apparently Jaborers, were 
ground to death Wednesday morning in the 
tunnel near King’s highway. They were run 
over by the west-bound Kansas City mail, 
No. 11, on the Wabash Railroad, which left 
Union Station at §:35 a. m. 

Trackwalker Kinney, who passed through 
the tunnel a few minutes after the train, 
came across the most ghastly sight whew 
he reached the center of the subway that 
his eyes ever beheld. The bloody viscera of 
two human beings lay scattered along the 


track for a distance of several feet. 

Blood in pools reddened the gravel ballast- 
ing between the rails and was splashed 
Against the sides of the tunnel. 

A gory head, ground from its trunk; lay 
@mong shreds of flesh and fragments of 
crushed bones and human members, staring 
with glassy eyes up at one of the electric 
lamps near the center of the tunnel. 

Farther down the track the head of the 
second unfortunate had been hurled and 
lay with skull and face crushed into a 
sShapeless mass updn a bed of cinders. 

So utterly had the flying train done its 
work of death and destruction that it was 
impossible to establish, except by the wild- 
est conjecture, to which of the two heads 
the other crushed, mutilated and scattered 
members belonged. 


Track Walker Kinney, on making the dis- 
covery, immediately notified Patrolman 
James Duggan of the mounted station and 
he telephoned Central for an ambulance. 
Before it arrived Officers Duggan, Carberry 
and F nigan went into the tunnel. They 
were under the necessity of gathering to- 
gether the scattered remnants of the two 
corpses and carrying them to the ambu- 
lance in a sack. 

In the pockets of one pair of trousers was 
found a stamp case with W. Koernig en- 
graved on it. The same name was found 
on the collar of one of the shirts. In the 
inside breast pocket of one of the coats 
was found a small memorandum book, 
badly torn by the grinding of the car 
wheels.

Only one hat was picked up. It was a 
black felt, clotted with blood and with a 
weed around it. The name of John W 
Loader, the Olive street merchant, 
printed on the inside lining. 

One of the dead men had on gray trousers,

and laced brogan shoes, badly worn. 

The other wore a dark bro sack coat 
with light brown. stripes, black pants with 
blue stripes, gray woolen underclothing and 
brown cotton stockings.

The Prince Expires of a Fever on His

LONDON, Jan. 22,—Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenburg, husband of the Princess Beatrice 
of England, who went. to Ashantee in a spe- 
cial capacity and who contracted fever there, 


is dead.

Prince died at 9 o’clock yesterday 

The Blonde then returned to Sierre 

west coast of Africa, from which place t 
news was cabled to the admiralty, and 

by that department communicated to 
Queen and to the Prince of Wales. ; 

The First Lord of the Admiralty, Hon. 
George J. Goshen, after consulting with the 
Queen, has given instructions that the 
Blonde be ordered to take the remains of the 
Prince to England. 

The news was received at Osborne Housé, 

Isle of Wight, early to-day, and the Queen 
— 3 Beatrice are prostrated with 
grief. 
Prince Henry was the third son of Prince 
Alexander of Battenburg, uncle of Ludwig 
IV., Grand Duke of Hesse. He married the 
Princess Beatrice in 1885. They have four 
children. He was born Oct. 5, 1858, and was 
Governor of the Isle of Wight and of Caris- 
brook Castle. 

The death of Prince Henry will make a 
decided difference in the court plans. The 
pereog of mourning for the late Prince will 

tend over the coming season, and all the 
drawing-rooms have been abandoned. 

While the Prince Battenburg was unpopu- 
lar or? the whole with the ple, princi- 
dally because he was a poor German noble- 
man and therefore considered unworthy 
of the hand of a Princess of the royal house 
of England, he was well liked by all those 
who knew him personally. He was a splen- 
did, athletic-looking man and a sports- 
man, and he sailed his own yacht skillfully. 
To those around him he was unpretending 
and considerate, and he was a great fa- 
vorite with the Queen. 

Previous to his departure for Ashantee 
@onsiderable ridicule appeared in the En- 
glish newspapers over the alleged prepara- 
aoe being made for his departure for the 
“picnic,” as the expedition to Coomassie 
Was called, and as it turned out to be. It 
was said he was going to travel in a spe- 
cially . saloon carriage and to have 
a specially prepared cabin on board a special 
steame® and a mass of other exaggerations 
of a similar nature was printed, much to 
the disgust of those interested in the Prince. 
But subsequent events showed that-all this 
ridicule was undeserved, as the Prince em- 
barked like any other officer, on board an 
ordinary troop ship, and was not treated 
with any more consideration than would 
be accorded to an ordinary officer. He 
ranked as Colonel of an Isle of Wight vol- 
unteer regiment and was attached to the ex- 
pedition in a special capacity, although his 
rank would have entitled him to assume 
the position of second in command. 

hen it was finally decided, against the 
wishes of the Commander-in- „Ben. 
Lord Wolsely, that Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg and Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein, a grandson of Queen Vic a, 
were to accompany the expedition under Sir 
Francis Scott, the question arose as to“ 
whether the bodies of the Princes should be 
brought home if they were killed or if they 
succcumed to the terrible swamp fevers pe- 
culiar to that part of Africa. The Queen 
decided in the affirmative, and, remember- 
ing the difficulty experienced in bringing 
home the remains of the Prince Imperial of 
France, who was killed in the Zulu war, 
her majesty ordered that a proper appara- 
tus for ei the remains be taken to 
Cape Coast Castle, and consequently it is 
believed. that the Blonde will either go to 
Cape Coast Castle from Sierra Leone and 
that*the remains will be embalmed at the 
former place, or that the embalming appar- 
atus will be quickly sent on to Sierra Leone 
and that the work of embalming the body 
of the late Prince Henry of Batt®nberg will 
take place there. *

Before he 
could escape the floor sank with him and 
he was pitched headlong to the basement, 

He caught a glimpse of Roddy’ standing one 
e ladder as he fell and shouted to him to 
look out. In some way he escaped the 
maas of debris and landed at the elevator 
shaft, from where he was taken, bruised 
and bleeding, by his comrades a few mo- 
ments later. ri

GLANVILLE’S EXPERIENCE. 
Heard Capt. Stanton’s Last Words 
While Unable to Aid Him. 


When Capt. Glanville was removed to the 
home of Capt. Evans over the Salvage 


Corps headquarters, near Seventh and Lo- 


cust streets, tender-hearted little Mrs. 
Evans busied herself * — things 80 
that the bruised and exhausted fireman 
would rest as comfortably as kind treat- 
ment and careful nursing could insure. 

Capt. Glanville was suffering so from the 
shock caused by being pinioned underneath 
a smoldering pile of debris and momentarily 
expecting death for seven hours that he was 
delirious. Mrs. Evans sat beside the in- 
jured fireman and soothed his fevered brow 
with the soft touch of her hand. Finally 
Glanville, under the care of Mrs. Evans, 
showed signs of returning consciousness. 
He opened his eyes and quickly recognized 
the kind little wife of his chief. 

“How did I get here?“ was his first ques- 
tion. Mrs. Evans told him how he had 
been rescued. 

“I remember now,” he said. “It was 
about 10:30 o’clock, I believe, when those 
floors caved in. I was buried beneath a pile 
of rubbish. The smoke overcame me after 
I had been buried about an hour, and I 
fainted. After a while I was brought to 
my senses by hearing moans. They seemed 
to be almost at my ears, and I called out: 
‘For God's sake help me.’ 

Oh. I’m dying,’ came the reply. 

Who are you?’ I asked. 

He moaned ‘Stanton’ so faintly that I 
could hardly catch the name, and that was 

‘all I heard from him. Tell me, Mrs. Ev- 
ans, is Stanton alive?’’ 

At this juncture Dr. William Kier ar- 
rived. He found that Glanville was badly 
bruised, but that he suffered. more danger 

rom the overwrought: condition of his 
nerves than from his bodily hurts. Opiates 
were administered and Glanville went to 


sleep. Dr. Kier left word with Mrs. Evans 


that nobody was to talk to Glanville. When 
a Post-Dispatch reporter called at Capt.

Mr. Hernstein, when seen by a reporter 
this morning, said it would be impossible 
to estimate the loss. The stock carried is 
valued at $200,000, and if it is totally de- 
stroyed the loss will be fully $200,000, as the 
estimate does not include fixtures. The 
loss by water on steel goods is generally as 
heavy as by fire,and he thought the salvage 
would be very small. 

As to the insurance he was not so well 
informed, but he believed the policies on 
actual stock,exclusive of fixtures,were $150,- 
000, so that at best the company would be a 
heavy loser. The value of the fixtures and 
the insurance carried on them he knew 
N about. 

The loss to the compere Mr. Hernstein 
said, would be irreparable in many respects, 
and could not be estimated in dollars and 
cents. There are many things which it has 
taken the company twenty-five years to ac- 
cumulate that are lost and can never be re- 
ng This is particularly true of the 

iscs for grinding fine lenses and tools and 
instruments of that nature which it has 
taken years to test and perfect.

“There has been much tension fo 
past few weeks.

‘The efforts of the Government to fire 
the national heart have not been unavail- 
ing, nor was the work difficult. There is 
discontent too, with existing conditions in 
many sections of the country, and men 
feel that any change, even war with a for- 
eign country, could not make matters worse, 
and might bring improvement. There are 
all over the West and South men who 
work on their farms and find the grain they 
raise little more valuable for food than as 
fuel, who know that the railroads which 
charge them for the transportation of their 
products are largely owned in Great Bri- 
tain, and either prasperous or H insolvent 
are fostered and proteeted and managed by 
Federal courts. They also view with dis- 
trust the close financial relations exist- 
ing between the bankers of the East and 
those of London, and they would welcome 
any event, even war, that would result, as 
they believe war would result, in destroy- 
ing these relations and lead us to rely upon 
our resources alone to embrace economic 
policies which would not be dependent on 
those of foreign countries. Thoughtlessness 
and weak and ignorant these views may 
be, but the person who denies théir existence 
is not familiar with the conditions or opin- 
ions in many States of the Unton.There has 
never been a doctrine more misunderstood 
or misapplied than the so-called Monroe 
doctrine. It is and ever has been, without 
recognition by other countries and has al- 
ways been refused the approval of Con- 
gress. 

Not only was the Monroe doctrine the di- 
rect outcome of English suggestion, but 
in all the wars for independence fought in 
swamps and jungles and in the fever-in- 
fested districts of these tropical provinces 
of South Africa, and in the long struggles 
for liberty which drenched the Spanish col- 
onies in America with the blo of. patri- 
ots, British volunteers ever fought in the 
front of battle. Without Great Britain’s 
aid Venezuela might not be free.“ 

„President Monroe, the Senator contin- 
ued, protested not 1 despotic gov- 
ernment, but against its forcible extension 
by the dreadful 2 alliance in this West- 
ern world of which he stood in well-ground- 
ed fear. Congress had failed to give the 
Monroe doctrine official Sanction and when a 
Congréssional resolution respecting Panama 
was under discussion Congress expressly 
refused to commit itself to the Monroe doc- 
frine in any form. 

„The Monroe doctrine is essentially a doc- 
trine of self-defense, promulgated for our 
own preservation and for no other purpose. 
Our country in 1823 was sparsely settled and 
its boundaries but vaguely defined. To-day | 
our own borders are defined, our Govern- 
ment eternally planted on the solid rock. | 
No danger threatens us from without. We 
are menaced by no foreign foe. 

“The passage of the resolutions reported 
by the committee at this time can do no 
good and perhaps little harm, but their in- 
troduction only adds another faggot to the 
fire which ought not to be permitted longer 
to burn. From a point of view which I am 
presenting, the diplomatic correspondence 
was, on our side unnecessarily irritating, 
the message of the President ill-advised, 
and the creation of a commission with no 
facilities for investigation not shared by us 
all and without invitation by the parties in 
interest, was hasty and premature. 

We have made it infinitely more difficult 
for Great Britain to accept arbitration by 
our demonstrative diplomacy and volunteer 
commiission. nn my opinion there will be 
no war. It will be avoided, not because our 
position towards Great Britain in her dis- 

ute with Venezuela is tenable, for I think I 
ave shown its unsoundness, and it has been 
rejected by the press and public opinion of 
every first-class power in the world. Not 
because by our moderation and wisdom we 
avert the possibilities of war, but because 
Great Britain will yield the whole contro- 
versy rather than face the horrors of such a 
war over such a question. | 4

A GRAB-ALL FRANCHISE BILL. 


The professional franchise-grabber in- 
duced one branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly to sacrifice the city’s interests to 
his own private interests when the House 
of-Delegates passed the Sweeney Central 
Railroad bill. 

This piece of franchise legislation is a 
worse betrayal of public interests than 


„ the Merchants’ Electric Railroad bill, 


because it represents a far bigger grab 
of privileges. Not only does it ignore 
the Julian law which is under test in the 
courts, but it grants for a song about 
all the opportunities for street railway 
ente vise that are left in St. Louis. The 
lune of the road suggests the route of a 
‘procession, carefully arranged so as to 
pass every point. It covers parts of the 
streets now having tracks and nearly 
all the others. Streets not named are to 
be turned over to the company under a 
general provision empowering it to take 
what it. pleases subject to the apprdval 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

The average compensation for this 
wholesale franchise grab for a period of 
fifty years is only $5,000 per annum. The 
franchise is worth more rental than that 
the first day the road begins operation 
and its value within twenty-five years is 
inestimable. There is not a line in the 
Dill providing for the reduction of fares. 

After the lesson of the Manchester road 
bill and the statements of Messrs. Fer- 
riss, Nagel and other Councilmen with 
regard to an equitable basis of franchise 
compensation we do not believe the bill 
can pass the Council. The possibility 
seems preposterous. But if it does pass 
the Council the people of St. Louis will 
e justified in the opinion that the Munic-

Business and Social Relations. 


A movement for an international Associa- 
tion, of Stenographers has been started in 
St. uis and promises to prove a success. 
The necessity for co-operation among the 
professors of the mystic symbols has long 
been apparent, but it has been only within 


the past few weeks that anything has ever 
been done toward accomplishing it. 

Some time since it was suggested by 
Charles N. Weltin, a St. Louis stenographer, 
that the formation of an association to 
embrace all the large cities of the United 
States and of other countries could be 
formed with mutual benefit aims and social 
features that would make it a success from 
the start. Mr. Weltin wrote several publica- 
tions devoted to the interests of stenograph- 
ers and the proposition was given publicity.

A first-class building is a buildin 
constructed of non-inflammable materia 
throughout, except for necessary sleepers, 
flooring, window and door frames, sashes, 
doors, standing finish, hand rails for stairs 
and isolated furring blocks, which may be of 
wood, Floors shall be constructed of iron or 
steel beams, filled in between with masonry, 
tile, concrete or other fire proof material 
and all exposed structural iron work shall 
be protected from fire by fire clay or other 
adequate fire resisting material. 

“Sec. 2. Every building hereafter erect- 
ed or altered so that it will be more than 
ninety-five (9) feet high, measured from 
highest street grade et building line to 
highest part of ceiling of topmost story, 
shall be a first-class building. 

“Every building hereafter erected or con- 
verted to use as a theater, music hall, pub- 
lic school, public or private hospital, sani- 
tarium, asylum or eleem ary institution 
or other purposes intend for the simul- 
taneous assemblage of three hund 
or more people on other than the grou 
floor, shall be a first-class paliding. 

“Any building hereafter erect or con- 
verted to use as an office rae or as a 
hotel for the accommodation of guests, 
which shall be more than three ( stories
